foremost statisticians and publicists of New England, 
in frequent letters sought to impress on the people of the 
South that cheap labor is in the end high cost labor. He was 
far in advance of Henry Ford in taking the ground that well 
paid labor in the end is the most profitabie to the employer 
and to the country. 

About the same time, possibly a little earlier, D, A. Tomp- 
kins of Charlotte, N. C., the president at that time of several 
eotton mills, also emphasized his view that well-paid labor 
was in the end the most profitable to the country as well as 


to the employer. Long before Mr. Ford had ever been heard 


of Mr. Tompkins held that if there was a minimum wage of 
$5 a day for the laborers of this country there would be 
abounding prosperity for everybdé@y. 

Gradually the people of thejeeumtry are coming fully to 
realize these truths. It is now Wifhost an axiom that under- 
paid labor or an unprofitable industry is a liability and not 
an asset to any community. 

Out of the profits of business come religious and educa- 
tional advancement. If there are no profits there is no money 
with which to sustain these institutions. President Harrison 
in advocating a protective tariff said that “a cheap coat 
makes a cheap man.” Through the whole range of human 
activities that sentence stands true. The man who cannot 
make money enough to enable him to wear fairly good clothes, 
suitable to his station in life, is cheapened in his own estima- 
tion and cannot assert his own dignity or measure up to his 
own abilities. 

Looking out from the individual to the broad industries of 
the country, it may be said that every line of business that 
fails to yield a fairly good profit to the investors, enabling 
them to lay aside a surplus for rainy days, or for plant ex- 
pansion, or to meet changes in methods, is an unprofitable 
industry. Sooner or later its doom will be sealed, for methods 
change so rapidly, new types of equipment and new patents 
appear on the market so often that that which seems suitable 
today has to go to the scrapheap tomorrow. It is an old 
story, often told, that when Carnegie returned after a long 
visit abroad, Schwab pointed to a new million dollar mill 
that had just been finished and said that though all ready to 
start, it was practically out of date by reason of more mod- 
ern methods. “Then scrap it,” said Carnegie. It is a story 
that points a moral for buyers and sellers alike. 

The buyer who tries to beat down the price to a figure 
which does. not represent a fair profit on the cost of produc- 
tion is really injuring ‘himself by injuring the producer and 
the country. ‘The seller who, by fear of competition or by 
financial needs, forces his product on the market at a price 


and the whole industry great damage. 

In some way the idea of “cheapness” must be banished 
from the minds of the American people. They must be made 
to realize that a profitable wage for the working man and a 
profitable price for the product, whether of agriculture or of 
manufactures, is essential to the permanent advancement of 
the country. 

In a personal letter to the editor of the MANUFACTURERS 
Record on this question of cheapness, a well informed pub- 
licist, who is also a business man of much experience, writes: 

“IT have a letter which says: ‘Other countries have had 
money inflation, and we in its place have had wage inflation 
and are fools enough not to see it.’ In my opinion, the ones 
who are very foolish are those who do not see the wage 
situation in this country as the promise and hope of all 
humanity. A very remarkable report was made at the last 
meeting of the American Association of Mechanical Engi- 
neers. Taking money value of the output per thousand man- 
hour in American industry it was shown that this production 
was far and away greater in those industries which paid 
high wages than in any other. In some industries the worth 
of the product was almost $10,000 and in others it was only 
$500. Now, the higher wage just for the sake of a higher 
wage may be demoralizing. But where the higher wage is 
given because there is greater efficiency, and where this 
higher wage has improved morale, then it is a _ blessing 
indeed. Unskilled workmen are of little economic advantage. 
I think they may be a positive economic liability. I am sure 
there are thousands of negroes, in the southern counties 
where the negro population is heavy, who have never added 
a single dollar to the economic wealth of the community, but 
have actually consumed more than they have produced. 

“It is very difficult to get the idea over or to explain it, 
but in my opinion, the great fact that America is demon- 
strating to the world today is that the old assumption that 
only a few people were worthwhile and that the other great 
masses should be kept ignorant on low wages is a fallacy. 
Instead of regarding ‘the other 90 per cent’ as potentially 
dangerous and worthless, I think that this other 90 per cent 
is the richest body of ore in existence. Moreover, you have 
only to look over our leaders today to understand it. Some 
of the very greatest inventions, the benefits of which we now 
enjoy, came from men who, but for America, would be plow- 
ing with antiquated instruments, in ignorance and squalor. 
From Adam down the whole world has been organized on 
this belief that about 10iper cent of the people were worth- 
while and the rest were.simply to be used. We are spreading 
education among that 90 per cent, we are taking burdens off 
their shoulders by the use of machinery, and we are capital- 
izing that vast intellectual power that actually does reside in 
that 90 per cent, as events have‘shown. There is no hope for 
the future, in this country or in any other, unless we are able 
to see the principle involved in this cycle of high wages, and 
adhere to it in spite of all temptations to go the other way. 
I never see a man digging a ditch but I think of the economic 
and spiritual waste he represents; for I care not how humble 
he may be he could have been taught some skilled employ- 
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ment, And I think it is a crime when any piece of honest 
labor is performed by a sweating human being when it 
could be performed by a machine. True, the new method 
introduces some grave problems of adjustment, but that has 
always been the way with progress. 

“I have to laugh when people talk about a wage inflation. 
The British have been saying that for years and giving it as 
a reason why they could not compete in Chinese trade with 
Japan, in textiles. But a really honest report recently made 
shows that the actual cost of production in Japan, even with 
the low wage, was greater than that in England, where wages 
are not high enough to brag about. So long as we can make 
our cost of production per unit low we certainly in common 
decency ought to pay the labor a wage commensurate with 
that efficient production. 

“T state it as a fact, and I do not think it can be success- 
fully controverted, that every country now in existence, or 
that ever has existed, which has tried to build prosperity on 
paying the masses wages simply sufficient to keep them alive, 
is or has been an unsuccessful country. 

“There is a peculiar psychology, existing over the cen- 
turies, which apparently believes that .people can be pros- 
perous and happy only if some other people are unprosperous 
and unhappy. I personally know dozens of people who have 
an idea that the only way they can make a profit is for the 
other man in the trade to be done out of something. It seems 
to be beyond their comprehension that both parties to a trade 
ean profit therefrom. 

“Well, I never intended to write any such tirade as this, 
but if there is anything I am touchy on it is this wage prob- 
lem and division of profits. I am so sure that the theory we 
have been working out is utterly vital to human progress 
that I take any discussion of it very seriously.” 
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THE TARIFF SITUATION AS AFFECTED BY 
CONGRESSIONAL HEARINGS. 


ITH the vegetable and fruit growers of the South 

clamoring for a protective tariff on their products 
against cheaply raised products of competing countries; with 
cement manufacturers of all sections that are now without 
uny tariff protection and with other business interests of 
many kinds, realizing that a higher protective tariff is needed 
to safeguard them against competition of the cheap labor of 
other countries, those Congressmen who undertake to oppose 
an upward revision of the tariff will find themselves in the 
discard in the not distant future. They will be sent to the 
political scrapheap. 

The South is becoming as strongly protective in its tariff 
views as New England. Many years ago a farsighted Balti- 
more representative of New England hardware houses said 
to the MANuractuRERS Recorp that the time was coming 
when the South would be more strongly protective than New 
England, and that the latter would rather have competition 
with the ouside world than competition with an awakened 
and developed South. Whether his view as to New England 
was entirely sound or not, certainly the awakened and rapidly 
developing South is creating an industrial development that 
amazes the whole country. And every development in indus- 
try and in agriculture enlarges the demand for a protective 
tariff. At the Congressional hearings, the country should 
hear in thunder tones a nation-wide demand for an upward 
revision of the tariff. 

An extremely interesting discussion of the tariff situation, 
with particular reference to sugar, was presented recently 
by President B. G. Dahlberg of the Celotex Company of 
Chicago and of the Southern Sugar Company, which is devel- 
oping great sugar operations in Florida, to be followed by 
the building of celotex plants in that state. In an address 
before the Traffic Club of New Orleans Mr. Dahlberg stated 
that there is no better way to provide adequate farm relief 
in this country than “by providing through proper protection 
a means for the United States to produce enough sugar to 
supply the national demand. Seven million tons of sugar are 
consumed in the United States and its possessions annually, 





but only two and a half million tens are produced in this 
country. Four and one-half million tons of foreign produced 
sugar must be annually imported at a cost of $300,000,000 
a year,” 

“The United States,” said Mr. Dahlberg, “has provided 
adequate immigration laws whereby cheap foreign labor is 
restricted from overrunning our country, but there is no law 
restricting the admission into the United States of the 
product of such cheap labor. In other sugar raising coun- 
tries labor is cheap, as many of the laboring class are willing 
to live like so many cattle. But American laborers demand 
a sufficient wage to maintain a comfortable existence. Such 
a problem now confronts sugar planters, and the legislative 
bodies of the United States today, and remedial legislation 
along these lines will undoubtedly be brought before 
Congress.” 

Mr. Dahlberg stated that adequate tariff protection would 
result in the development of 1,000,000 tons of sugar in Loui- 
siana annually, which would bring approximately $100,000,- 
000 a year into that state, resulting in enormous development 
of that section. “New Orleans and Louisiana,’ he said, 
“through its sugar industry and the many relative industries 
would become one of the largest manufacturing centers in 
the nation. The old idea that the North and East are the 
only centers where manufacturing is advisable has long ago 
been disproved. Climatic conditions alone in the South are a 
sufficient reason why manufacturing can be and is a success.” 

Discussing the development of the Celotex Company from 
its earliest struggles Mr. Dahlberg said he once got the 
advice from James J. Hill, an old friend of his: “Don’t you 
know that when things begin to get difficult they begin to 
become interesting?’ That philosophy of Hill’s, said Mr. 
Dahlberg, “I have used in my entire business life, especially 
in my struggle to develop the manufacture of Celotex.” After 
many hard struggles to build up the business, the production 
of Celotex today he says is 1,250,000 feet per day in contrast 
to 30,000 feet per day six ago. And only recently, since 
Mr. Dahlberg’s address delivered, it has been announced 
that the addition of ano unit to the New Orleans plant 
will increase the output to 1,500,000 square feet daily. 

Mr. Dahlberg and his associates are heavily interested in 
the sugar business in Louisiana, but realizing the unusual 
opportunities for sugar development in Florida, and of carry- 
ing out as recently described in this paper a vast sugar- 
making industry there, which is to be followed by one or 
more Celotex plants, the entire program it is estimated before 
completion will represent an investment of $30,000,000. 

Every argument made by Mr. Dahlberg as to the value of 
a protective tariff for the sugar interests of Louisiana applies 
with equal force to the sugar interests of Florida. A sound 
point was made when he referred to our restrictive immigra- 
tion laws which lessened the number of immigrants into this 
country, while we have failed as yet to adequately protect 
our own laborers and our business interests from the prod- 
ucts of the cheap labor of other countries, except to a 
limited extent. 

There is great opportunity for Congress by a combination 
of Republican tariff men and many Democrats who have 
seen the light and are now in favor of a protective tariff, to 
provide real protection which would be of enormous value 
to the industrial and agricultural interests of the country. 
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FACTS, ABOVE ALL. 


ARREN M. COX, Mobile, Ala., in a letter to this paper 
writes: “To enclose check for a year’s subscription to 
your magazine gives me unusual pleasure ‘indeed, for I feel 
that in a small way I am endorsing a periodical which stands 
for the South, for clean politics, and for facts—kind facts 
when possible, but above all facts.

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T is pre-eminently appropriate that the annual meeting of 

the National Foreign Trade Council, which is to be held 
April 17-19 in Baltimore, should this year attract unusual 
attention from the business men of the entire country. Presi- 
dent-Elect Hoover’s visit to South America has opened up 
new avenues of trade, as there certainly will be an increased 
development of friendship and of trade through that visit. 

Mr. Hoover is a tremendous factor in the upbuilding of 
foreign trade. He demonstrated that during all his career 
as a mining engineer, putting American machinery in many 
parts of the world where it had not been before. He also 
demonstrated it in the management of the Department of 
Commerce, which under his administration wrought what 
might almost be called marvels or miracles in interesting the 
entire world in the possibility of doing business with this 
country. Also, James A. Farrell, chairman of the Council and 
president of the United States Steel Corporation, is among 
the foremost promoters of American international commerce. 

The manufacturers of America now understand the han- 
dling of foreign trade to a much greater extent than in former 
years. Their experience and their increasing capital puts 
them in position to do a much larger business than formerly. 
Moreover, the material development under way in all Latin- 
American countries, as well as in the Orient, will open up a 
larger demand for the products of American factories. 

The National Foreign Trade Council is one of the outstand- 
ing organizations of this country. It has been a potent influ- 
ence in arousing a deeper interest on the part of American 
exporters in the possibilities of doing business in other lands, 
Every meeting held has been of importance and largely 
attended by leading manufacturers and shipping men from 
all parts of this country and from the whole world at large. 
The meeting in Baltimore will, therefore, be doubly important 
in that it will crystalize public attention on the possibilities 
of foreign trade. 

We are now doing an import and export business of about 
$9,219,000,000 a year. Some of these imports could be wisely 
curtailed, and some could be lessened by a higher tariff. But 
there is room for indefinite expansion of our export business. 
We are making things that other nations need, and the For- 
eign Trade Council at its April meeting will point out many 
ways in which this trade can be advanced. 

It has been a long time since Baltimore entertained a more 
representative, substantial and influential body of business 
men than that which is to assemble in the city. These men 
will come from the Lake region, the Pacific Coast, the nearby 
and the far South, and from many foreign lands. Baltimore 
has an opportunity to do itself and the country a great service 
by the adequate handling of this convention. The city is pre- 
eminently a shipping center; it has been so for a hundred 
years. More and more attention is being given to foreign 
trade; many steamship lines established during the last few 
years offer a larger opportunity for export business to almost 
every region of the earth. 

The South should be represented at this convention by 
many of its foremost shipping and export interests. It ought 
to go to Baltimore with men of ability, who can show the 
advantages of this section for foreign trade. A heavy busi- 
ness is already being done in the exportation of Southern and 
Southwestern products through Southern ports. This busi- 
ness can be made to increase very rapidly, and every railroad 
in the South, every company running ships from Southern 
ports, and the leaders in mercantile and industrial interests 
should be on hand at the convention, prepared to set forth 
the South’s advantages and to learn how a larger trade can

be done through Southern ports, by coming in direct contact 
with shippers from all parts of the country. 


Here is a great opportunity for the South to render itself 
a service of inestimable value, while at the same time serving 
the whole country, in giving larger transportation facilities 
through Southern ports; for New York already is badly con- 
gested and its port facilities often are heavily overcrowded. 
It will be a great thing for the entire country when much of 
the foreign trade so largely centered in New York is shifted 
to other ports. This will bring about a wider diversity of 
shipping interests, better facilities for handling exports, and 
inure to the increasing prosperity and the building up of 
many cities, instead of the intense concentration at New York 
to the disadvantage of the country as a whole, 

The Federal Trade Council’s April meeting is a great oppor- 
tunity, which should be availed of to the largest extent pos- 
sible by Southern transportation interests and Southern busi- 
ness men who at that time will come in contact with the 
foremost exporters of every line of manufactured goods, and 
with shipping interests representing the entire country. 


THE FEDERAL GOVERNMENT SHOULD 
CONTROL THE FLOOD WATERS OF 
LAKE OKEECHOBEE IN FLORIDA. 


HE appeal being made by Florida representatives in 

Congress for Federal co-operation in the handling of 
the Lake Okeechobee flood control work and the rivers con- 
nected therewith, is entirely proper and should receive the 
full approval of Congress. 

Lake Okeechobee is a vast body of navigable water, as 
are some of the rivérs tributary to it. All navigable streams 
or lakes belong not to the individual state, but to the Federal 
Government. Florida has no power to drain Lake Okeecho- 
bee except to the extent that the Federal Government might 
permit. It is a vast lake, and at times a very stormy one. 
It is, therefore, appropriate that the Federal Government 
should take charge of this whole situation and solve a great 
problem which Florida has for many years faced without 
an adequate solution. As the Government has now taken 
over the safeguarding of the Mississippi Valley from the 
floods which have devastated that section in times past, so 
it should take over the handling of the Okeechobee district 
and safeguard a great area incalculably rich in soil fertility, 
and thus protect that entire region from the effect of destruc- 
tive floods caused by the overflow of the lake in times of 
heavy rains or storms. 
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A PROTECTIVE TARIFF NEEDED ON CEMENT.

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WHY THE NEW YORK LIFE INSURANCE COM- 
PANY DOES NOT OPERATE IN TEXAS. 


RESIDENT DARWIN P. KINGSLEY of the New York 

Life Insurance Company, in an address at the dedication 
of the company’s new building erected in New York, stated 
that the company was operating in every state of the Union 
except Texas. As President Kingsley’s address was heard 
over the radio throughout the country, and heard with the 
utmost distinctness in the Daytona Beach, Fla., residence of 
the editor of this paper, the statement that his company was 
not operating in Texas immediately attracted wide attention, 
Mr. Kingsley was asked by letter to explain why his company 
was not operating in the great and wonderfully growing state 
of Texas. His reply follows. 


New York Life Insurance Company. 
New York, N. Y., December 18, 1928. 
My dear Mr. Edmonds: 

I greatly appreciate your note written on the 13th, follow- 
ing my address over the radio on the evening of the 12th. 

One of the earliest surprises that came to me after that 
dinner was the fact that I was heard so distinctly almost 
down to the tip of Florida, when I had no station south of 
Baltimore—the fact was I could not get one. 

As to Texas, we were driven out of that state some 20 years 
ago by bad legislation. The statute is popularly known 
amongst life insurance men as the Robertson Law. As origi- 
nally drafted and passed it not only contained a compulsory 
investment clause, but a clause requiring that Texas securi- 
ties so bought should be deposited in Travis County. We 
immediately left the state and have been out ever since. 
They have since modified the clause directing that the securi- 
ties bought must be deposited, but they still retain the com- 
pulsory investment provision. 

They claim in addition that taxes have been running against 
us all these years, and under that ruling I presume they 
amount to seven or eight hundred thousand dollars, more or 
less. Of course, we have had no franchise and the tax is 
supposed to be a franchise tax. Needless to say we -shall 
not pay it. 

Of course, it has been a source of great regret to me that 
all this has happened. Texas is a marvellous country. I at 
one time prepared to go back into the state merely to get at 
their investments, but counsel advised me that that would 
put us within the jurisdiction of the state, and we would have 
to fight out the question of back taxes. I was not looking 
for lawsuits and so I did nothing about it. 

Good lawyers betieve that the attempt to collect these back 
taxes is unconstitutional, and we have been urged to test the 
matter, but I prefer not to, because even if we won, we are 
still faced with the compulsory investment clause.

In reply to a letter of inquiry to some other leading insur- 
ance companies as to whether they were doing business in 
Texas, we have the following from Edward D. Duffield, 
president of the Prudential Insurance Company of America, 
Newark, N. J.: 

“The Prudential discontinued the writing of business in 
Texas at the time of the passage by that State of the so-called 
Robertson Law requiring a compulsory investment of a cer- 
tain portion of its reserve in so-called Texas securities. 

“While we recognized the right of the State of Texas to 
pass any legislation it might deem proper in order to afford 
protection to its citizens who might invest in life insurance, 
we, nevertheless, felt that as trustees we must reserve to 
ourselves the right to invest the assets of the Prudential in 
such a way as to best provide for the interest of its policy- 
holders. In our opinion such right would be invaded if we 
were required by the legislature of a state to invest in any 
definite class of securities. In other words, we would be sub- 
stituting for the discretion of our own board of directors the 
discretion of a legislative body. 

“Since that time we have ceased writing a general insur- 
ance business in Texas, although we have been admitted to 
do business in that State in order to facilitate our group 
coverages.” 

Much legislation passed by Texas many years ago, by Mis- 
sissippi and by other states, in the effort to completely domi- 
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nate the operations of financial and business concerns, was 
unwise to the extreme, though passed by legislators who 
thought they were doing their states a service. The fore- 
going letters throw some interesting light on why these great 
insurance companies are not operating in Texas.

Business Conditions Encouraging. 


“The business situation as a whole, in our territory, has 
an encouraging outlook,” reports I. B. Tigrett, president of 
the Gulf, Mobile and Northern Railroad Company. “While 
the older, long-established industries, such as lumbering and 
agriculture, will remain basically the same, the introduction 
of new industries wili be reflected in increased activity gen- 
erally.” Further, Mr. Tigrett says: 

“One hesitates to make any prediction about cotton, but 
at this time there is no reason to believe the market next 
fall will not be favorable, due to a short crop this year. 
Agricultural conditions on the whole should be much more 
satisfactory this year as a result of the trend toward diversi- 
fication. More than 100 carloads of tomatoes were shipped 
from a 50-mile branch of our road in Tennessee in 1928. 
Cabbage, strawberries, beans, and other truck crops were 
produced in quantity and augmented the farmer’s income. 

“The most significant form of diversification lies in the 
growth of dairying. During the past two years it has become 
firmly established as an industry, and the creameries, con- 
densaries, and cheese factories are providing a regular pay- 
roll. The industry gives excellent prospects for a continued 
development in 1929. 

“General manufacturing has been augmented by a number 
of new factories engaged in various lines, made possible by 
power development; it is assumed that other lines of 
manufacturing will follow in 1929. Ceramic manufacturing 
represents one of these possibilities. 

“The lumber industry has resorted to new methods to off- 
set an inactive market and a disappearing supply of raw 
products, Several furniture factories are operating and the 
Masonite plant, manufacturing a by-product of insulating 
and wallboard, has been enlarged to provide for increased 
demand. Veneer mills and hardwood-working plants are 
also expanding.” 





Industrial Growth of St. Louis. 


During 1927 there were 2714 manufacturing establishments 
in St. Louis with 110,085 wage earners, according to statistics 
compiled by the Industrial Bureau of the Industrial Club of 
St. Louis and the United States Census Bureau. Wages, 
during 1927, amounted to $136,276,675, the cost of materials 
$546,775,553 and the value of products $942,041,821. Since 
1925 the number of establishments increased 14.65 per cent, 
wage earners 4.82 per cent, wages 4.14 per cent, cost of mate- 
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rials 6.49 per cent, and value of products 7.71 per cent.

OUTSTANDING SCIENTIFIC AND EDUCATIONAL DISPLAY OF HIGHWAY EQUIPMENT AND 
SUPPLIES, WITH 400 CONCERNS PARTICIPATING.

[In the past 25 years highway building has marvelously influenced American life, and the growing interest 
in road building activity is clearly evidenced by an increase of 15 per cent in the number of exhibts at the 
recent annual show of the American Road Builders’ Association at Cleveland over the previous high figure. 
Comparison of ideas and expert study of the newest methods of highway building, maintenance and finance must 
necessarily be highly useful to those interests whose common aim is the betterment and extension of motor 
transportation here and abroad. Among the most useful contributors to the advance of civilization and prosperity 

- are the men who plan and build roads, and it is particularly desirable that they annually gather and exchange 
ideas, view the improvements in road-building machinery and take up the new problems that develop along with 


the growth of motor transportation.

Cleveland, Ohio, January 19. 

More than 30,000 delegates from every state in the Union 
and from more than 30 foreign countries attended the twenty- 
sixth annual convention and road show of the American Road 
Builders’ Association at Cleveland this week. The exhibits 
offered a graphic display by some 400 manufacturers of road- 
building machinery and materials, covered a combined area 
of eight acres, filling te capacity the basement and main 
arena floor, as well as the principal hallways of the city’s huge 
municipal auditorium, overflowed into the Central Armory 
across the street and took advantage of all available space 
in the covered esplanade leading from the auditorium to a 
large annex erected on the grounds, which also was entirely 
filled. What is more, scores of other manufacturers made 
use of vacant lots nearby to exhibit their products in the 
open, despite near zero weather. 


Show Eclipses All Former Records. 


The exhibits at the 1928 show, also held in this city, repre- 
sented the products of 342 concerns, while the 1927 show held 
in Chicago comprised 293 exhibitors, clearly revealing the 
rapid growth of this great annual undertaking, which con- 
stitutes the most outstanding scientific and educational dis- 
play of its kind in the world. Each year it is growing, not 
only in volume, but in the attention it receives from road 
contractors, highway and paving engineers, traffic experts, 
machinery and material manufacturers, users of the high- 
ways, state, county, district and city officials and allied 
groups interested in one or another way in the building, 
financing, maintaining, control or use of highway facilities. 
How much further this show will continue to expand not even 
the most optimistic will venture a prediction, but to judge 
from the great amount of enthusiasm displayed by exhibitors 
and their prompt requests before the show had closed for 
space next year it would appear that the peak of expansion 
has not been reached. In fact, there are definite signs of 
development of new and allied lines of activities which will 
make necessary additional floor space next year to adequately 
house displays. 

It is estimated that the total valuation of machines, equip- 
ment and materials assembled at this show was in excess of 
$5,000,000. Over 500 freight cars were required to bring the 
equipment to Cleveland. Because of the big size of many of 
the machines and the fact that much of it was shipped knock- 
down and had to be carefully assembled by high-priced 
mechanics—many of whom worked day and night for a week 
before the show opened—one gets an idea of the big sum of 
money involved in assembling such a variety of modern road- 


building tools. One group of manufacturers alone is said to 
have expended $250,000 for freight, assembling, etc. Charles 
M. Upham and his assistant, Miss Louise Wynne, were on 
hand to direct operations—for every exhibit had to be set up 
according to a carefully prepared schedule in order to 
facilitate movement of other displays. Tractors, cranes, 
loading and unloading devices of all kinds, motor trucks, 
trailers, and almost every known material handling device 
were employed to speed up the work. 

When the show actually got under way the exhibits ap- 
peared a co-ordinated whole resembling some giant manufac- 
turing plant, each part properly functioning with precision 
and working without the slightest evidence of confusion, and 
withal not suggesting the almost titanic efforts that had been 
put forth in the preceding days to make such operation pos- 
sible. The exhibits included every known road-building and 
allied device produced from small enameled warning and 
guide signs to the heaviest type of power shovel made, 


Trends in Design of Road Building Machinery. 


A survey of machines exhibited clearly indicates the trend 
toward mobility and traction of construction equipment. 
Motor trucks in wide variety were shown—light and heavy 
duty types; trucks with crawlers for rear traction; heavy 
duty trailers to transport power shovels, rollers, and similar 
equipment long distances at relatively high speeds; cranes, 
excavators, shovels, draglines on trucks, etc. Dump bodies 
with -hoists of many types were shown. Concrete mixing 
units on truck chassis attracted much attention. There were 
many displays of new and improved equipment for trucks, 
including special springs, dual tires, new and improved trans- 
missions, etc. 

The expansion of the automotive industry has tremendously 
influenced the building of road-building machinery. Many of 
the machines exhibited were powered by gasoline or Diesel 
engines and electric motors, whereas only a few years ago 
steam engine units predominated. Saw rigs, hoists, cranes, 
shovels, excavators, trenchers, graders, finishing machines, 
loaders, operated by multiple-cylinder gasoline engines were 
exhibited in great numbers. Portable air compressors, pumps, 
and other units with gas engine power were shown. 

Moreover, there is a noteworthy trend toward refinement. 
Better materials are being used. Self-starters are being in- 
stalled on many machines, along with roller and ball bearings, 
pressure lubricating systems, etc. The motor truck and 
tractor are tremendously speeding up construction work and 
the internal combustion engine in a wide variety of uses is 
making possible the expansion of our road building acfivities

on a scale commensurate with the growth of highway trans- 
portation, 

Competition is keen among manufacturers of road-building 
equipment as a result of the rapid expansion of the industry 
since the war. This competition has been largely responsible 
for the revolutionary changes that have come so frequently 
in designs of these devices in recent years. Speed, reliability 
und economy of operation are demanded by the contractor 
and the manufacturers generally are going forward with 
research in engineering and design to meet this need. 


Great Changes in Design Foreseen. 


Indications are that even greater changes in the design of 
road-building machinery will come within the next few years, 
With the big demand for machines necessary for the building 
of highways competition will become even more keen between 
contractors and equipment firms. The utmost will be de- 
manded in the way of efficiency and speed. There has been 
a tendency recently towards merging competing and non- 
competing firms, and it is possible that some large successful 
manufacturing concerns will result—facilitating operations 
on a mass-production basis. More skilled operators are 
being employed. 

Several score of papers presented at the various sessions 
of the convention considered finance, administration, legisla- 
tion, construction and maintenance—covering in quite a com- 
plete and comprehensive manner the varied activities of 
engineers, contractors, city, county, state and district offi- 
cials. The sessions were well attended in the main, and 
many papers submitted by the various committees that have 
been vigorously at work since the 1928 show comprise the 
most exhaustive surveys of the respective fields yet made, 
and clearly demonstrate that concerted efforts to solve the 
countless problems that confront road builders are under way 
in an endeavor to insure the maximum returns from money 
invested in roads and streets. 


Problems of Financing Highway Improvements Command 


Attention. 


It is significant that the question of finance was given 
primary consideration. As pointed out in the Annual High- 
way Review Number of the MANuractrurers Recorp there is 
a growing tendency to divert motor vehicle fees and gasoline 
tax revenue from the building of highways and particularly 
from state route construction to other sources such as county 
work, school purposes, airports, etc. The consensus of opinion 
expressed at the convention would indicate that road build- 
ers—just waked up to the diversion effort—will resist with 
all possible vigor such dissipation of funds because it is now 
quite apparent that the demands of the immediate future 
will tax every known method of highway finance to the limit 
if road building is to keep pace with the growth of motor 
transportation. 


Advantages of Bond Plan of Financing Paving Work Stressed. 


Some rather startling figures were presented by the Com- 
mittee on Highway Finance, Charles M. Upham, chairman, in 
setting forth the advantages of the bond method of financing 
highway construction. A comparison of states having high- 
way bond issues with those which have used other methods 
of financing indicates a marked advantage in automobile 
registration for the bonded states in 1927. The total increase 
in registration in 1927 over the preceding year amounts to 
1,131,848. In 25 states having voted bond issues a totai 
increase of 716,931 vehicles or 6.5 per cent is reported, while 
unbonded states show an increase of 414,918 vehicles or 4.5 
per cent. North Carolina, which offers an outstanding ex- 
ample of highway financing by the bond method, led the coun- 
try with an increase of 11.8 per cent. This state has ex- 
pended since 1921 over $150,000,000 for road construction. 
and figures compiled from traffic surveys indicate that the 
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saving in motor vehicle operating costs over the improved 
systems of highways provided exceeds $60,000,000 annually. 
The fact that much of the improvement of highways is last- 
ing, and may be in use from 20 to 50 years would justify a 
distribution of costs to cover several years, thus causing the 
user to pay, the committee concludes. This is evidently fair 
distribution and so with states or counties which are in the 
preliminary stages of highway construction and where it has 
become necessary to proceed with construction so rapidly 
that the expenditures would cause excessive tax rates, then 
the costs should be deferred and financing by bond issue is 
justified and recommended. In the final analysis the question 
is not merely whether a community shall incur a debt, but 
whether the maximum economic efficiency and the full devel- 
opment of the public wealth will be best promoted by using 
public credit. 


Manufacturers Look to Foreign Fields for Future Business. 


Exports of road building machinery have trebled in the 
past five years said W. H. Rastall, chief of the industrial 
machinery division of the Department of Commerce, speaking 
before the Manufacturers’ Division on Thursday. He urged 
the manufacturers to seriously consider the markets now open 
in Central and South America, and to avail themselves of the 
opportunity of utilizing the information gathered by the De- 
partment of Commerce, Charles M. Upham pointed out that 
in Mexico highway work is being carried out largely by the 
use of machines made in this country, and that the country is 
sold on American tools and ideas, and other countries in Latin 
America offer particularly inviting fields for new business. 
Lion Gardiner, who is president of the division and vice- 
president of the Lakewood Engineering Co., suggested that the 
manufacturers organize a body to promote exports to South 
and Centrai America and to form a bureau to assemble and 
distribute information of value. It was emphasized that it 
is not sufficient to simply sell American made machines, but 
that properly trained operators must be sent along with the 
machines and the engineers and contractors of other coun- 
tries should be encouraged to use American construction 
methods. 


Correlation of Airways and Highways Urged. 


In urging the organization of a research department by the 
Manufacturers’ Division, Maurice Holland, director of the 
division of engineering and industrial research of the Na- 
tional Research Council, reviewed in an illuminating manner 
the tremendous strides made in certain industries that have 
relied upon exhaustive research to correct conditions. He 
also pointed out that the newest competitor of motor trans- 
port—air transport—is rapidly developing and promises to 
seriously affect highway transport in the near future. There- 
fore, he urged that highway contractors and equipment mak- 
ers give serious consideration to the development of airports 
and the correlation of airway facilities with highways. At 
the present time the airplane is robbed of much of its time 
saving possibilities in that airports are located so far from 
the center of our big cities that the time saved in inter-city 
flying is lost because of traffic delays on city streets, he 
declared, The building of airports has largely found us 
unprepared to go forward with this work intelligently, Mr. 
Holland pointed out, in that four engineering branches must 
collaborate to successfully construct an airport—namely, an 
electrical engineer to handle lighting; a civil engineer to 
handle surveys, layout, etc.; a drainage engineer, to design 
proper facilities; and a highway engineer to design runways, 
ete. Mr. Holland urged road builders to give serious con- 
sideration to solving the runway problem and to develop 
proper designs and suitable materials. Research will not 
only develop new materials out of which to build better road 
tools but it will assist in developing new fields of applica- 
tion, he stated. 
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Movement for Inter-American Highway Gains Momentum. 


The touring horizon of the American motorist bids fair to 
be immeasurably widened in the reasonably near future, 
judging from reports of highway progress in Mexico and 
Latin America and recent action looking toward the realiza- 
tion of an inter-American highway linking the peoples of the 
Western Hemisphere. As recounted by delegates to the con- 
vention meetings great progress in road building has already 
been made and ambitious plans for future development are 
under way. 


To Spend $63,000,000 for Road Improvements As Result of 
Traffic Survey Findings in Cleveland. 


Cleveland furnished a big share of the laboratory mate- 
rial dealt out to delegates to the convention, when Dr. J. 
Gordon McKay, director of the Cleveland Highway Research 
Bureau, explained some of the principles of regional traffic 
control demonstrated here. Dr. McKay, while connected with 
the Bureau of Public Roads, directed an exhaustive survey of 
metropolitan problems in highway construction in the Greater 
Cleveland area, with such success that the Federal bureau 
has set up the survey as a model for similar undertakings in 
the future. Speaking before the City Officials’ Division he 
pointed out the serious problems, whose ramifications extend 
beyond the city limits into surrounding territory. Delegates 
were told that major traffic arteries in large cities must be 
widened, grade separation projects built where needed, and 
streets laid out for the scientific control of traffic, as well as 
built substantially of good materials. Only through constant 
research and intelligent application of engineering principles 
can cities hope to cope with vexing traffic problems, the 
speaker said. 

“Planning and construction of present highways should pro- 
vide for future expansion of the roadway when additional 
traffic use requires,” said Dr. McKay. “Heretofore there has 
been a lack of scientific methods employed in planning the 
improvements of highways systems.” As a result of a com 
prehensive improvement program mapped out in Cleveland 
and surrounding towns and sections in Cuyahoga County, the 
expenditure of more than $63,000,000 has been decided upon 
to meet traffic needs, and the work is to get under way 
shortly. 

Problems of Traffic, Design and Construction of City Streets 
Discussed. 


“Accidents Do Not Happen—They Occur,” was suggested 
as a slogan on behalf of the Committee on Traffic, headed by 
M. O. Eldridge, assistant traffic director of Washington, D. C., 
who also urged a strict license law in all states and empha- 
sized the need for adequate bureaus to report on and com- 
pile data on traffic accidents, with a view to facilitating the 
building of safety into highways. 

George B. Sowers, deputy commissioner, division of engi- 
neering and construction, Cleveland, reported for the Com- 
mittee on Design and Construction. He declared that more 
money is being spent in constructing and maintaining pave 
ments than in any other municipal enterprise. “Standardi- 
zation and simplification of specifications will help to elimi- 
nate economic waste and permit the producers of paving 
materials to lower prices through reduction in selling and 
manufacturing costs,” Mr. Sowers said. 


Competition Among Cities for 1930 Road Show Keen. 


Representatives of other cities anxious to have the road 
show and convention move from Cleveland next year were 
active throughout the convention. The consensus of opinion 
seems to be for a change—not that Clevéland has not met 
every demand and need for space, hotel facilities, ete., but the 
fact that the undertaking is both scientific and educational] 
and a potent factor in stimulating the building of improved 
highways necessitates its being held in various sections of 
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the country as facilities afford. Atlantic City, which has just 
completed a mammoth auditorium, is the strongest contender 
for the 1930 show. Kansas City, Mo., Houston, Tex., Toronto, 
Canada, and New Orleans, La., are also seeking to “land the 
show.”

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$1,000,000 Hotel Projected for Elizabethton, Tenn. 


The construction of a $1,000,000 hotel at Elizabethton, 
Tenn,. has been undertaken by John M. Cooper and Associates 
of Asheville, N. C., who have organized the General Carter 
Hotel Co. to promote the project. The structure will cover an 
area 125 by 242 feet and will be built in units, the first to be 
8 stories high. The first floor will provide space for 7 stores 
in addition to a spacious lobby and hotel dining room; the 
mezzanine floor will be devoted to offices, sample rooms and 
lounging space. The upper stories will afford space for 100 
rooms and baths, the top floor being devoted to apartments. 

The building will 
be of steel frame 
construction, with 


hollow tile and 
brick walls faced 
with stone and 


terra cotta and re- 
inforeced concrete 
floors. The first 
two stories will be 
trimmed with poly- 
chrome terra cotta 
medallions with 
bronze for the store 
fronts, canopies 
and entrances. 
Store floors will be 
laid in terrazzo on 
reinforced concrete, 
while the lobby will 
be finished with 
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Tennessee marble. Lounging space on the mezzanine will be 
reached by a broad stairway from the lobby and dining 
rooms, Which open directly from the lobby. Ladies’ rest 
rooms will be located on the mezzanine floor and in the base- 
ment space will be provided for boiler and fuel rooms, ma- 
chinery rooms, storage, billiard rooms and toilets. 

High speed electric passenger elevators will be installed, 
with a service elevator, and a mechanical ventilating system 
will serve all parts of the hotel, as will a vacuum vapor 
steam heating system with concealed heat cabinets. Circulat- 
ing hot and cold 
water systems and 
a circulating ice 
water system will 
also serve the build- 
ing’ and electric 
fans will be _ in- 
stalled in the ceil- 
ing of each room. 
The apartments on 
the top floor will 
be provided with 
kitchenettes and 
Frigidaires and the 
suites will be ar- 
ranged with two 
single rooms and 
bath between two 
larger units.

Suggests the Marketing of Cement Ready-Mixed 
With Sand. 
Bedford, Va., January 11. 
Editor Manufacturers Record: 

I have wondered if Portland cement could not be marketed 
ready-mixed with sand in the proper proportion, say half- 
and-half or one-to-three, and in this way better serve the 
industry. It seems that the sand proportion in certain sec- 
tions is quite an item, and to have the cement come ready 
mixed, for small jobs particularly, would insure the proper 
results. For the cement mills to handle the right grade of 
sand and in trainloads should not be any more expensive 
to the consumer than for the consumer himself to go to the 
expense of getting his own sand of the right quality and 
proper proportion. 

Is not the idea worth following up, and if so, would it 
not be well to get in touch with the Portland Cement Manu- 
facturers Association? Of course, this is just an idea, but 
sometimes small changes in current practice result in savings 
to some and even more money for others.

The foregoing is published with the view of bringing the 
matter before the cement industry, and the MANUFACTURERS 
Recorp would be glad to have expressions as to the feasibility 
of the plan suggested by Mr. Parker. Any great reduction 
in transportation costs does not seem possible, since the mills 
would have to bring in the sand and ship it out again in the 
mixed product, although by this method a more uniform 
mixture could be obtained to suit particular requirements. 
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A New Addition to an Old Textile Mill Village. 


Anyone familiar with the South 
will realize that the past ten years 
have seen a transition in the textile 
industry as regards its provisions 
for housing of employees. The aver- 
age textile village at the present 
time provides a neat, four, five or 
six room cottage for its employees, 
the cottage usually being of frame 
construction, owing to the fact that 
wood materials are relatively lower 
in cost in the South than in the 
East, with a well arranged interior, 
usually consisting, in addition to 
the rooms for living purposes, of an en- 
trance hall and bathroom. Houses are 
electrically lighted, usually with running 
water and water-carried sewerage, and 
located on lots with sufficient space to provide room for chil- 
dren’s play and gardens. 

While the carrying out of the village plan varies consid- 
erably, according to whether the owner has the desire and 
the money to improve the streets, grade the yards, plant trees 
and shrubbery, etc., the standard of the houses as regards 
certain essentials of room arrangement and utilities varies 
very little. The old-time mill house built as cheaply as pos- 
sible, with four rooms, no hall, no bathroom, and little provi- 
sion for the necessary utilities has almost ceased to exist 
in the South. 

Alabama has passed a law which gives the cotton mill 
communities until 1931 to provide a complete system of 
water-carried sewerage for every house. Even with the regu- 
lations of far-sighted health boards, the majority of the 
cotton mills are themselves in advance of the general country- 
side in their provisions for necessary utilities in the villages. 
Some mills, such as the Chicopee Manufacturing Company, 
who have built a new town near Gainesville, Ga., have erected 
houses which would stand the test of real estate sale in any 
city of the country. The houses at Chicopee are all of brick 
veneer and stucco construction, with asbestos shingle roofs, 
copper flashings, copper eaves and downspouts, with the roof 
water carried to the streets, brick steps, and well arranged 
and detailed interiors. 

The most difficult problem of village improvement unques- 
tionably comes in extending a village which consists of a 
certain number of houses of the old type construction by 
building additional houses. When the Kendall Company, 
now operating 
five Southern 
plants, first came 
South they 
adopted the pol- 
icy of buying ex- 
isting mills and 
villages in order 
to get into pro- 
duction as early 
as possible. In- 
variably they 
made improve- 
ments to bring 
the mills up to 
date and have 
gradually been 
carrying out im- 
provements in 
the existing vil- 
lages, The village 


proved. 


Each year the standard of improve- 
ments in Southern mill villages becomes 
higher, as it should, and the standard 
of the living of the operatives thus im- 
Further improvement in the 
houses and in the appearance of the 
villages is to be expected, particularly 
in more care being given to the artistic 
appearance of the houses and the de- 
velopment of landscape improvements.

of Oakland Mills, at Newberry, 
S. C., a subsidiary of the Kendall 
Company, well illustrates this prob- 
lem. The village as existing when 
purchased by the Kendall Company 
was an average of the older type 
of cotton mill village. The houses 
were of the usual type of construc- 
tion; some attention had been paid 
to street tree planting and hedges, 
but beyond that little had been 
done, 

It was found necessary to extend 
the Oakland Mill by the building 
of 55 new houses. The existing village 
occupied three flat ridges, one on which 
the mill and a street were located, and 
the other two at right angles to the mill, 
leaving an open space of considerable area within the village. 
The land considered most desirable for building purposes 
was taken up, leaving the balance of the land in the area 
within the village sloping in nature, with a drainage channel 
running through the middle of the area. It was found on 
investigation that this lahd was not too sloping for building, 
in fact, gentle in slope except for a small portion of the area, 
and that it would be less expensive for the ‘mill to build 
new houses and complete the village addition close to the 
mill and tie it in with the old. village than to attempt an 
independent new layout at some distance from the mill. 

In studying this problem it was found desirable by the 
landscape architect for the mill to move 15 existing houses 
in order that a more economical and more attractive village 
plan could be worked up. This was done, and the houses 
moved were so located as to tie in with the new village lay- 
out, which departed from the rectilinear layout of the old 
village sufficiently to provide satisfactory leads towards the 
mill and to fit the several rows of houses to the topography 
in such a way as to make an attractive and economical use 
of the land. 

The new portion of the village was built with attractive 
houses, carefully designed by Lockwood, Greene & Co., archi- 
tects and engineers of Charlotte, of four, five and six room 
types, with houses for overseers located near the mill, facing 
a wooded park area. The houses are attractive bungalows 
with an asbestos shingle roof, curtain walls, and porches. 
A complete system of sewerage has been installed, circulat- 
ing water to the houses, and the houses electrically lighted, 
being served 
from the rear, 
with poles along 
the rear lot 
lines, thus doing 
away with poles 
on the village 
streets except 
for street lights. 

The design and 
supervision of 
the general plan 
of the Oakland 
Village, includ- 
ing layout of 
streets, lots and 
parks, details of 
curb gutter,

anywhere. 
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‘New Buildings for Wesleyan College. 


Wesleyan College at Macon, Ga., of which Dr. William F. 
Quillian is the president, is now in its ninety-second session, 
conducting its operations in new buildings on a campus of 
170 acres five miles from the original site of the college. 
The first units of a proposed group have been completed at 
a cost of $1,700,000 and embrace 12 structures, among which 
are an infirmary, dining room, students’ activities building, 
library, three dormitories, social hall, gymnasium and power 
plant. They are of Georgian Colonial architecture, brick 
construction, in varying tones of red with white marble 
trim. The library building is a gift of Judge John S. Candler 
of Atlanta. The dining room with a columned veranda is 


modeled after Mount Vernon. A marble loggia marks the 
entrance to the dormitory group where a series of parlors 
and reception rooms leads to the sleeping quarters.

$100,000,000 PUBLIC IMPROVEMENT PRO- 
GRAM UNDER WAY IN NEW ORLEANS. 
Sewerage and Water Board Expending $14,750,- 
000—Levee Board Is Carrying Out 
$40,000,000 Reclamation Project. 


New Orleans, La.—A construction program embracing pub- 
lic improvements and developments recently completed, under 
way or soon to be started in New Orleans involves the expen- 
diture of more than $100,000,000, according to a survey of 
activities. The Sewerage and Water Board plans the expen- 
diture of $14,750,000 within the next three years to include 
improvements to the main pumping plant costing $700,000. 
Garbage incinerator facilities will cost $1,250,000 and a new 
courthouse $1,500,000, plans for the latter having been ac- 
cepted. Plans for a $2,000,000 auditorium have, likewise, 
been accepted and construction bids are expected to be 
invited soon. 

The Over-Seas Railway, now operating a railway ferry 
service between New Orleans and Havana, cost, with port 
terminals, $1,000,000, 

A new coffee dock, which is said to be the finest terminal 
of its kind in the country, was recently completed at a cost of 
$2,000,000 and preliminary work is now under way on an 
airport, which will be a part of $40,000,000 development on 
Lake Pontchartrain, a reclamation project which has been 
undertaken by the Levee Board. This will involve the rais- 
ing of a 5-mile frontage of water and marsh lands six feet 
above tide level and the conversion of the area into beautified 
parks and residential sites, 

A new gasoline tax heralds a $30,000,000 road construction 
program in Louisiana which will provide hard-surfacing for 
the principal highways and it is expected that roads leading 


into New Orleans will be among the first to be improved. 
Other work contemplated includes the Canal street beautifica- 
tion program to cost $3,500,000 and a new Colton school to 
cost $1,000,000. A spillway and flood protection program is 
expected to be started this year, to cost several millions of 
dollars, while a general building program is estimated to cost 
from $6,000,000 to $8,000,000. 





40-Mile Railway Line Projected in Virginia. 

Application has been made to the Interstate Commerce 
Commission by the Surry, Sussex & Southampton Railway, 
with offices in Baltimore, for authority to build a standard 
gauge railway line from Franklin, Va., to Hopewell, a dis- 
tance of approximately 40 miles, Such a line would connect 
with the Seaboard Air Line and put Hopewell on a through 
line.

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Miami’s All-American Air Meet to Be Annual Affair. 


OPENING OF PAN-AMERICAN AIR SERVICE SIGNIFICANT DEVELOPMENT OF WORLDWIDE 
AVIATION. 


Formal dedication of the Pan-American airport was held 
at Miami during its All-American Air Meet recently. So 
successful was the meeting, at which some of the outstanding 
figures in aviation participated, that decision has been made 
to make it an annual affair. 

On January 9, regular passenger and air mail service to 
Nassau and the West Indies was started by the Pan-Amer- 
ican Airways, Inc. The service at present extends to Nassau, 
Havana, Santiago, San Juan, and in a few weeks will be 
extended to the Panama Canal Zone, 

During the meet, night flying exhibitions were given by the 
pilots of the Pitcairn Aviation, Inc.; this organization car- 
ries the mail between New York and Miami. All the facili- 
ties of Miami’s municipal airport an A-1-A field, were used 
during the meet, viz., complete lighting equipment, with 
rotating beacon, flood light and border lights, large steel 
hangar with shop and shop equipment, and a field over a 
half mile square with rolled rock runways of ample width 
stretching in two directions. 

The Pan-American air station at Miami is said to be one 
of the largest and most complete in the United States. Offi- 


cials of the postoffice department, attending the air meet, 
through their speeches indicated the pride that the Govern- 
ment is taking in the rapid extension of passenger and air 
nail service to Central and South America, and the willing- 
ness of the Government to offer every aid to the plans now 
being carried out by the Pan-American Airways, Ine. These 
plans include connecting 20 Latin-American countries with 
the United States in the next few months, with a total flying 
distance of approximately 15,000 miles. 

The main object of the Miami All-American Air Meet was 
to demonstrate to pilots and manufaeturers of planes the 
unusually good flying conditions in the Miami district and 
to show its well equipped airports and air fields, available 
both for land and sea planes. Representatives of some of 
the largest aircraft manufacturers were present to observe 
conditions-in Miami for the manufacturing, testing and selling 
of airplanes and equipment. 

The opening of the Pan-American service was of the 
greatest importance to all countries in the Western Hemi- 
sphere and was undoubtedly a significant event in the devel- 
opment of worldwide aviation.

BIG COAL MERGER PROJECTED IN 
KENTUCKY. 


$50,000,000 Corporation to Consolidate Property. 

Whitesburg, Ky.—The merger of a number of Hastern 
Kentucky coal interests, representing properties valued at 
approximately $30,000,000 and centering around Whitesburg, 
is expected to be announced soon. Properties involved in the 
proposed consolidation include those of the Carol Robinson 
mines, Number 4 Superior Coal Co., Happy Coal Co., the 
Trace Fork Mining Co., two mines on the Carrs Fork Branch 
Railroad, mines of the Rockhouse Coal Co. and the Marion 
mines on the Rockhouse branch a short distance from 
Blackey, in addition to large mines of the Wakenva Coal Co. 
with mines in Virginia and Tennessee, and mines of the 
Consolidated Fuel Co. at Elsiecoal and Blackey. It is under- 
stood a $50,000,000 corporation will be organized to take over 
and operate the properties, installing modern machinery in 
all the plants. 


Oklahoma Gas and Electric Company Plans. 


Because of the marked industrial and agricultural develop- 
ment in Oklahoma last year and the fact that 27 new towns 
were added to its system, the Oklahoma Gas & Electric Co. 
plans extensive improvements and additions to its lines and 
power plants in 1929, according to J. F. Owens, vice-president 
and general manager. Additions contemplated include 15 
new sub-stations at various points, a new voltage line from a 
point near Garber to Enid, reconstruction of the El Reno- 
Hennessey line, extensions and additions to offices and equip: 
ment at main division points, such as Enid, Sapulpa, Mus- 
kogee, Shawnee, Ardmore and Durant; a three-story stores 
building in Oklahoma City and several sub-stations and lines 
to serve newly acquired additions. 

The underground system in the downtown section of Okla- 
homa City will be completed, the distribution system at Alva 
rehabilitated and a score of smaller projects will be under- 
taken, involving automatic switches, oil breakers and heavier 
wire. The company serves 179 towns in the state. 
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$4,000,000 Procter 


Contracts are expected to be awarded soon for the con- 
struction of the $4,000,000 soap plant in Baltimore for the 
Procter and Gamble Co., of Cincinnati, Ohio. Bids have 
been received by the Buying Department of the company 
for building a 400-foot bulkhead entirely across the front of 
the property on the north side of Locust Point, where the 
plant will be erected. The site of the big plant, embracing

$16,000,000 Expenditure for Major Projects in a 
Texas County—$7,000,000 for Roads and 
$3,000,000 Cement Plant Included. 


Waco, Tex.—Plans are being formulated in McLennan 
County for starting construction of half a dozen projects 
to involve an expenditure of $16,000,000. The largest single 
item will be construction of 500 miles of road for which the 
county recently voted bonds of $4,791,000; this will be sup- 
plemented by $3,000,000 State and Federal funds. Of the 
total, 169 miles will be concrete, connecting with four main 
cross-state lines, these to have a 100-foot right-of-way and 
20 feet of concrete. In addition, it is planned to build 330 
miles of gravel cross-roads; their completion will give an 
all-weather surface to 90 per cent of the 710 miles of rural 
mail and school roads, half of which have already been paved 
or graveled. 

In the opinion of the Waco Chamber of Commerce, which 
inaugurated the “Waco Forward Movement” last spring, 
construction of concrete highways will strengthen Waco’s 
position as the keystone of cross-state traffic. Three railway 
and two highway bridges: now carry more freight and pas- 
senger traffic across the Brazos River at Waco than at any 
point on its thousand-mile cpurse through Texas. Waco was 
recently made a division point for air- mail for the state, 
the main Tine coming to the city from Chicago and branch- 
ing; with the international mail to Mexico continuing by 
way of San Antonio and Laredo and a more eastern route 
going to Houston and Galveston. A $75,000 site was recently 
purehased for a municipal airport. 

The proposed construction of gravel cross-roads will care 
for milk routes to the Borden condensed milk plant to be 
opened this spring. This plant, now being erected at a cost 
of $500,000, is considered an important development toward 


u diversified and stabilized agriculture in this section. A 
poultry and egg packing plant was opened in Waco in Novem- 
ber and public stock yards will soon be opened at the Cotton 
Palace barns. Establishment of these farm marketing insti- 
tutions and opening them to the county by cross-road con- 
struction, was an impelling motive for the road bond election 
in December. 

The proposed highway system is expected also to initiate 
tourist travel to Lake Waco, on which construction is well 
under way in the Bosque Hills. It will be 10 miles long 
and three miles across at its widest, encircled by a scenic 
highway, one and a quarter miles long, crossing the dam. 
The lake side of the dam will be faced with concrete topped 
with a wave-break, curving outward and rising two feet 
along the edge of the roadway. It will be used for the city’s 
water supply and connected by a concrete aqueduct to the 
filter plant, which will be enlarged. 

Included in the six major projects will be the $3,000,000 
plant of the Atlas Portland Cement Co., now under construc- 
tion, together with a number of civic projects for which a 
$2,000,000 bond issue was recently voted. Of the latter, a 
new city hall will be erected at a cost of $225,000, streets 
will be paved, sewers extended and other projects under- 
tuken. Business and residence construction has kept pace 
with the major enterprises, the former including two 11- 
story office buildings, a 10-story hotel and a large office and 
club building for the Karem Shrine. 


Contract for 1.000.000-Bushel Elevator. 


The Pillsbury Flour Mills of Minneapolis, Minn., awarded 
contract to the Jones-Hettelsater Construction Co., of Kansas 
City, Mo., for the erection of an elevator addition at Enid, 
Okla. The addition will consist of 52 tanks to hold approxi- 
mately 1,000,000 bushels. 
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Vocational Agriculture in North Carolina. 


By Leonora W. Woon. 


A farm program which does not have as its chief interest 
the boys and girls of the farm is inadequate. An educational 
system for agricultural sections of the country which does not 
include in its curriculum a carefully planned agricultural 
course is lacking in one of its vital elements and is badly in 
need of reconstruction. Leading educators of North Carolina 
are convinced of this truth, and are giving their best thought 
to working out and putting into operation a broad, construc- 
tive agricultural program. 

Vocational Agriculture was given its rightful place in the 
high schools of North Carolina in 1923. The State Board for 
Vocational Education, working with the county boards, made 
it possible for any high school with a sufficient enrollment to 
be given a Department of Vocational Agriculture. The re- 
quirements to be met by the local schools are: 

“An enrollment and average attendance of 25 farm high 
school pupils in the agricultural classes. These pupils must 
be at least 14 years of age and they must be situated so they 
can carry on the project work on their home farms. 

“A class room about 20 by 30 feet in size, equipped with 
approximately $300 worth of laboratory equipment, books and 
furniture, must be provided the first year. The second year 
a farm shop is required. By the end of four years the agri- 
cultural and shop equipment will cost approximately $600. 

“The county or local community must pay three-eighths of 
the teacher’s salary. 

“The teacher must be employed on a yearly basis, and 
satisfactory travel arrangements must be made for visits to 
home projects and to do community work. 

“If the above requirements are met, the State Board for 
Vocational Education wiil pay five-eighths of the total salary 
of the teacher. For example: If the teacher should be paid 
$1800 the State Board will pay $1125 of this amount, leaving 
$675 to be paid by the county.” 

In 1923-24 requirements were met by 90 schools in the state. 
These were located in 54 counties, and enrolled 5405 persons. 

One of the revelations due to the introduction of Voca- 
tional Agriculture is the hunger for knowledge found among 


the men and women of the rural communities. Many had 
very limited educational advantages, but that they fully 
appreciate the desirability of education is shown by the eve- 
ning classes for adults which have an enrollment almost 
equal to that of the regular high school pupils. 

The movement has steadily grown until the 1927-28 reports 
show 135 schools with well established Vocational Agricul- 
ture departments with an enrollment of 9279 of which 4943 
are high school students. 

Another far-reaching step is the organization into one body 
of the students of Vocational Agriculture throughout the 
state. The first state meeting was held at Raleigh last spring 
with 300 young farmers in attendance, representing schools 
all over the state. Addresses were made by Dr. A. T. Allen, 
State Superintendent of Public Instruction; Dr. E. C. Brooks, 
President of State College; Clarence Poe, Editor of the Pro- 
gressive Farmer, and others. One of the features of the meet- 
ing was the presentation by Dr. Allen to the successful candi- 
dates of the degree of Carolina Farmer, the highest honor 
conferred by the organization. To merit this, students “must 
maintain a high standard of scholarship in all high school 
studies; they must have completed at least two years’ work 
in vocational agriculture, and they must have saved from the 
profits of their projects at least $300, which has been invested 
in faym enterprises or placed in a savings account.” North 
Carolina boasts also of the first teacher to win the honor of 
Master Teacher of Vocational Agriculture in the South, 
A. H. Veezey. 

Vocational Education is indeed a good investment for the 
state and community. “For each dollar spent in teachers’ 
salaries for the year 1923-24 there was a return of $2.18 from 
the practical work of the boys.” During 1926-27 the income 
from practical work amounted to $974,371. The students in 
the schools benefited and teachers of agriculture gave indi- 
vidual advice to more than 25,000 farmers in communities 
where they were working. Group meetings were held through- 
out the State and attended by more than 50,000 persons. 





Longest Steel Drum Ever Assembled for Shipment. 


The Combustion Engineering Corporation, New York, re- 
ports that its affiliated company, the Hedges-Walsh-Weidner 
Company, Chattanooga, recently shipped to the Gulf States 
Creosoting Company, Jackson, Miss., an unusually large steel 


drum to be used for pressure creosoting. The shell is 140 
feet long, 8 feet in diameter and has a plate thickness of one 
inch. This is said to be the longest steel drum ever shipped 
as a completely assembled unit. The shipment was one of 
two such drums handled by the Southern Railway.

Completes Number of Projects Provided by $87,.- 
372.500 Bond Issue. 

In 1923, the city of St. Louis approved a bond issue of 
$87,372,500 for municipal improvements; at the present time 
the city has completed many of the projects for which bonds 
were voted, while virtually all are in course of completion. 
Outstanding among the items covered by the bond issue were 
the erection of a $4,000,000 civil courts building, a $5,000,000 
municipal auditorium and the construction of a $12,000,000 
waterworks system. An expenditure of $8,650,000 was 
authorized for opening and widening streets, with the further 
expenditure of $5,800,000 for street improvement. 

Of several completed projects, two of the largest are Olive 
street and Franklin avenue. The former, a main thorough- 
fare, was widened to a 100-foot boulevard for a distance of 
22 blocks, from Twelfth boulevard to Channing avenue, the 
work necessitating the razing of many buildings and moving 
back a number of others. Plans are going forward for the 
construction of the Union Station plaza, for which $2,600,000 
was appropriated, the consummation of the project to involve 
the acquisition of land one block wide in front of the station 
and extending from Eighteenth to Twentieth street. 

The proposition for street improvements provides funds for 
payment of a portion of the cost of paving or reconstructing 
major thoroughfares. Ordinances have been passed making 
appropriations for 55 projects, 38 of which have been com- 
pleted and 13 are under contract. Thirty miles of streets 
have been improved at a cost of $3,727,070, of which $2,209,- 
626 has been assessed in special taxes against abutting prop- 
erty and $1,517,444 has been paid with bond issue funds, The 
13 projects on which contracts have been awarded cover 
seven miles of streefs, and appropriations of $426,722 have 
been made for four other projects. 

The bond issue provided $8,000,000 for installation of an 
electric street lighting system, in which it is estimated a total 
of 54,000 lighting units will be required. A total of 29,710 
units have been put in service at a cost of approximately 
$5,938,000, while contract for installation of 4366 units in the 
downtown section is nearing completion at a cost of $2,235,985. 

Work has virtually been completed on the civil courts 
building, the tallest structure in the city, rising to a height 
of 384 feet above the street and included in the projected 
municipal plaza of public buildings. Of the $8,000,000 bonds 
provided for sewers, $3,928,000 have been sold and expendi- 
tures of $3,495,863 made. Five projects involving the con- 
struction of 10.6 miles of main and lateral sewers, ranging 
from one to 15 feet in diameter, have been completed at a 
cost of $2,189,500, and contracts have been awarded and work 
has begun on two projects covering construction of 2.5 miles. 
Only three projects scheduled for construction with bond 
issue funds remain to be awarded. 

One of the largest projects undertaken, for which $11,000,- 
000 was authorized, involves the conversion of the River Des 
Peres into a public sewer and the enlargement and straight- 
ening of its channel to control flood waters throughout its 
entire length of 13 miles within the city limits. Of the bonds 
authorized for this project, $3,050,000 have been sold and 
appropriations made for specifie purposes as of November 1, 
1928, to the amount of $10,754,716. It is anticipated that 
some of these projects will cost considerably less than the 
amount appropriated and that at least $1,500,000 will become 
available for re-appropriation. 

More than $477,000 has been expended for the acquisition 
of additional parks and playgrounds, for which $2,500,000 
was authorized, while $559,687 has been expended for existing 
parks, for which $1,300,000 was authorized. The $1,000,000 
municipal service building is nearing completion and is ex- 
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pected to be put into service in the near future. It is three 
stories high and provides a total of 202,000 square feet of 
floor space, of which 112,300 square feet will be used for a 
municipal garage. Other improvements provided in the gen- 
eral bond issue which have been completed or are in course 
of construction include: 

Construction and reconstruction of public markets—$1,250,- 
000 authorized and $1,000,000 expended. Construction of new 
water works, expected to be in service by February—$12,000,- 
000 authorized and $10,301,691 expended. Elimination of 
grade crossings—$1,600,000 authorized and $257,065 expended, 
Erection and repair of fire engine houses and purchase of 
motor apparatus and other equipment—$772,500 authorized 
and $580,804 expended. Extension to hospitals and other 
institutions—$4,500,000 authorized and $2,350,000 expended. 
Southern approach to municipal bridge—$1,500,000 authorized 
and $521,143 expended. 

First contracts on the new municipal auditorium, for which 
$5,000,000 Was authorized, are expected to be awarded in 
1929 and the building completed within three years. A part 
of the property needed for the municipal plaza and soldiers’ 
memorial, for which $6,000,000 was authorized, has been 
acquired at an expenditure of $3,538,054, and after the pur- 
chase of all necessary property it is estimated that $1,000,000 
will remain for the erection of the structure. The sum of 
$400,000 was authorized for the construction of an acquarium 
in Forest Park but no contracts as yet have been awarded. 








Water Improvement District Votes $7,500,000 
Bonds. 


The Willacy County Water Control and Improvement Dis- 
trict No. 1, Raymondville, Tex., voted a 6 per cent bond issue 
of $7,500,000 for the construction of reservoirs for storing 
flood waters for irrigation purposes. The district embraces 
approximately 130,000 acres of citrus fruit land in the Rio 
Grande Valley, of which 65,000 acres are already under cul- 
tivation. It surrounds the towns of Raymondville, Lasara, 
Hargill, Rollo, Santa Margarita and Willamar, the boundary 
lines approaching within a mile of Lyford, Sebastian, San 
Carlos, La Blanca, Elsa and Edcouch. Railway lines of the 
Missouri-Pacific System traverse the district for a distance 
of 46 miles and contracts have been awarded for the con- 
struction of 71 miles of concrete highways within its bounds. 


$750,000 Louisville and Nashville Building 
Addition. 


Louisville, Ky.—Plans are being made by the Louisville 
& Nashville Railroad Co., William H, Courtenay, chief engi- 
neer, for the erection of an 11-story and basement addition 
to its general office building here to cost about $750,000. The 
first two stories will be faced with stone, while the upper 
stories will be of pressed brick with stone or terra cotta trim. 
The structure will have a steel frame, concrete floor joists 
and hollow tile filler, hardwood floors in the offices and 
marble or tile in the corridors. Two electric elevators will 
be installed. J. C. Haly, architect on the staff of the chief 
engineer, is preparing plans and specifications. 





New Buildings Projected for Jackson, Miss., to 
Cost $2,000,000. 


Several new buildings for Jackson, Miss., have recently 
been announced, including a 17-story structure to be erected 
by Paul Chambers, Thad B. Lampton and others, at a cost 
of $500,000, and for which Claude H. Lindsley of Jackson, is 
the architect. It will be of the tower type, it is said, 200 
feet high. J. B. Stirling of Jackson, and associates, are 
reported considering the erection of a 12-story office building, 
to cost $500,000, and Enochs & Flowers, Ltd., are reported 
promoting the erection of a 20-story structure to cost 
$1,000,000. 
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Production of Lumber, Lath, and Shingles. 


SOUTH PRODUCES OVER 46 PER CENT OF THE COUNTRY’S LUMBER. 


Production of lumber, lath and shingles in the United 
States in 1927, according to the Department-of Commerce, was 
as follows: Lumber, 34,529,450,000 feet, board measure, a de- 
crease of 6.5 per cent as compared with 36,935,930,000 feet 
in 1926; lath, 2,372,333,000, a decrease of 23.1 per cent as 
compared with 3,083,130,000 in 1926; shingles, 6,443,868,000, 
an increase of 7.2 per cent as compared with 6,008,346,000 
in 1926. 

Of the 46 States reporting the production of lumber for 
1927, 31 show decreases and 15 increases as compared with 
the output for 1926. Increases were reported for Alabama, 
Georgia, Missouri, North Carolina and Oklahoma in the 
South. 

Production in the Southern States as a whole shows that 
16,067,359,000 board feet of lumber were cut in 1927, which 
represents over 46 per cent of the country’s total output 
that year. 

Lumber production in the United States has been steadily 
decreasing for several years, In fact, the lumber cut of the 
United States in 1927 was 251,000,000 board feet below the 
output of 34,780,515,000 board feet in 1900. However, the 
South can show a better record, for its production in 1927 
vas 1,630,000,000 board feet more than the cut of 14,437,179,- 
000 board feet in 1900. 

Seven kinds of wood contributed more than 1,000,000,000 
feet each to the total cut for each of the two years. The 
dominating woods, as for previous years, are yellow pine and 
Douglas fir, which contributed 31.5 per cent and 24.5 per cent, 
respectively, of the total production for 1927, as against 31.8 
per cent and 23.8 per cent, respectively, of that for 1926. All

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$2,000,000 ROLLING MILL IN TENNESSEE 
FOR ALUMINUM COMPANY. 


Initial Monthly Capacity 1,000,000 Pounds Alloy 
Sheets—To Begin Production of 


Structural Shapes. 

Construction has been started on the proposed $2,000,000 
rolling mill at Alcoa, Tenn., for the United States Aluminum 
Co., a subsidiary of the Aluminum Corporation of America, 
Pittsburgh, Pa. The plant which is expected to be ready for 
production early in the fall will have an initial capacity of 
1,000,000 pounds monthly of strong aluminum alloy plates 
and sheets, provision being made for increasing the capacity 
to 3,000,000 pounds when the demand justifies. This produc- 
tion is said to be equivalent to approximately 9,000,000 
pounds of steel sheets monthly. 

Machinery will be of the most modern type, of individual 
motor drive with roller bearing. About 15,000 horsepower 
of electrical energy will be required initially and approxi- 
mately 500 additional men will be needed for the company’s 
operations at Aicoa for a 3-shift schedule. One rolling unit 
is designed especially for the fabrication of large alloy plates 
and sheets 10 feet by 20 feet. 7 

The future expansion of the aluminum industry, it is 
thought, will be largely influenced by the adaptation of 
strong aluminum alloys through structural uses, such as 
engines, railway cars, furniture and precision instruments. 
To take care of the demands looked for from this source, the 
company plans to produce plates and sheets from three main 
types of alloys, Of these, the 17S alloy, known as duralumin, 
containing small quantities of copper, magnesium, manganese 
and silicon, is said to have a tensile strength ranging up to 
70,000 pounds per square inch. It is widely used in the con- 
struction of air craft. The 25S alloy contains copper as the 
main alloy ingredient, according to the company, while the 
51S alloy contains less than 2 per cent of magnesium and 
silicon. The latter is said to have remarkable cold working 
and die forming qualities in the heat-treated form, so that 
it is being extensively used in the sheet metal industry. 

Another new aluminum product, known as “Alclad,” it is 
stated, may contain a core of any of the above named alloys 
with an integral surface coating on both sides of pute alumi 
num. This, it is understood, gives the metal all the strength 
and rigidity of the aluminum alloys combined with the high 
corrosion resistance of pure metal. “Alclad” sheets are 
being used in the construction of air craft, boats and other 
products where resistance to corrosion and weather is of 
prime importance. 

The new Alcoa mill in combination with mills under con- 
struction at Massena Springs, New York, for the fabrication 
of aluminum and strong alloy structural shapes, such as I 
beams, angles and channels, will give the Aluminum Com- 
pany facilities for supplying standard structural forms. 
which have only been obtainable heretofore in steel.

bureau at Lagos, Nigeria, under the management of A. C. 
Macauly. The Commercial and Advertisement Bureau, as it 
is known, is said by Mr. Macauly to give advice on com- 
mercial matters and to help solve commercial difficulties and 
puzzles. 





Arkansas Awakes to Its Possibilities. 
By Tom Surras, Mountain Home, Ark. 


The movement of large industries from the North and East 
into the South has awakened Arkansas to the benefits such 
industries would bring to the State, and every effort will be 
bent from this time on to attract those industries for which 
it can supply raw material. To this end, members of the 
Arkansas Legislature recently made a trip through Virginia, 
Alabama, Georgia, Tennessee and North and South Carolina 
to study industrial conditions and to gather information on 
the laws in those States governing industry. 

The State Chamber of Commerce has three major pur- 
poses: To sell Arkansas to its own people; to sell Arkansas 
to the rest of the United States, and to silence so-called 
humorous pens which may draw untrue pictures of the State 
and its citizens. One director has been chosen from each 
geographical group, and one director from each of the prin- 
cipal industrial and business groups. 

The first large undertaking of the State Chamber of Com- 
merce will be to make a comprehensive and detailed survey 
of the State’s resources, employing a nationally known firm 
of engineers to make the investigations. The reports will be 
distributed to manufacturers all over the United States using 
raw material found in this State, with other data pertaining 
to labor, markets, transportation, etc. The State Chamber 
also will ask the legislature to change the Inheritance Tax 
law; the law governing the organization of corporations, and 
the Back Tax law. 

For many years, Arkansas has been made the site or sub- 
ject for more or less humorous yarns in various publications, 
and the citizens now feel that some variety might be prac- 
ticed and Arkansas be relieved of the “interlocutor’s” posi- 
tion, and the State Chamber will endeavor to persuade pub- 
lishers to that point of view. 
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Iron Ore Industry in 1928. 


SOUTHEASTERN STATES SECOND LARGEST PRODUCING AREA IN THE COUNTRY. 


The iron ore mined in the United States in 1928, exclusive 
of ore that contained 5 per cent or more of manganese in the 
natural state, is estimated by the United States Bureau of 
Mines at 62,151,000 gross tons, an increase of nearly 1 per 
cent as compared with 1927. The ore shipped from the mines 

in 1928 is estimated at 63,244,000 gross tons, valued at $154,- 
491,000, an increase of 3 per cent in quantity and of 2 per 
cent in total value. The average value of the ore per gross 
ton at the mines in 1928 is estimated at $2.44; in 1927 it was 
$2.47. The stocks of iron ore at the mines apparently de- 
creased to 9,266,000 tons in 1928, or 8 per cent. 

The Southeastern states, which constitute the second larg- 
est iron-ore producing area, including the Birmingham and 
Chattanooga districts, mined approximately 6,646,000 gross 
tons of iron ore in 1928, a decrease of 2 per cent as compared 
with 1927. The shipments of iron ore from mines in these 
States in 1928 amounted to 6,462,000 gross tons, valued at 


$12,784,000, decreases of 6 and 8 per cent, respectively, in 
quantity and value as compared with 1927. The ore is mainly 
hematite; brown ore and magnetite come next in order. 

The average value of the ore produced in these states in 
1928 per gross ton was $1.98; in 1927 it was $2.04. The 
stocks of iron ore at the mines in this group of states, mainly 
in the Birmingham district, increased from 873,539 gross 
tons in 1927 to 1,057,000 gross tons in 1928. These stocks 
ure about 286,000 tons more than the average for the pre- 
ceding five years. 

The imports of iron ore reported for the 11 months ended 
November 30, 1928, amounted to 2,280,247 gross tons, valued 
at $4,996,191, or $2.19 a ton. The imports for the year 1927 
were 2,620,717 gross tons, valued at $6,068,283, or $2.32 a ton. 
The reported exports of iron ore for the 11 months amounted 
to 1,269,202 gross tons, valued at $4,764,143, or $3.75 a ton, 
as compared with exports for the entire year 1927 of 898,793 
tons, valued at $3,425,435, or $3.81 a ton.

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IRON, STEEL AND METAL MARKET 


Light Buying of Steel Considered Seasonal. 

Pittsburgh, January 21—[Special.]—Strictly new buying of 
steel since January 1 has run rather light and may seem 
somewhat disappointing, but much the same thing has been 
observed at this time in other years, when in the long run 
the first quarter proved to be a very active one. There are 
some reports of mill operations decreasing slightly in the 
last fortnight, but these reports are not general and the pros- 
pect remains that this month will show a gain over December, 
which was a good month in production as it made the unusual 
showing of running at the average rate of the year. Meas- 
ured by steel ingot producing capacity the December rate was 
85 per cent. 

Two large line pipe orders have been placed. The Pacific 
Gas & Electric Company has ordered 50 miles of 16-inch and 
150 miles of 20-inch, about 44,000 tons, of electrically welded 
pipe from the A. O. Smith Corporation, for a natural gas 
line, The Prairie Pipe Line Company has ordered 300 miles 
of 8-inch and 200 miles of 12-inch, about 40,000 tons, from the 
National Tube Company and the Central Tube Company, for 
an oil line from Panova, Okla., to Griffith, Ind., to supplement 
the company’s present line. 

The Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe has ordered 3300 freight 
ears in addition to the 750 cars reported a week ago. The 
Lehigh Valley has ordered 300 automobile cars. Orders 
reported since November 1 total 21,865 cars, This is a small 
volume of business in itself, but represents a rate which if 
continued would make this year considerably better than 
either of the last two years in freight car building. 

About 389,000 tons of fabricated structural steel lettings 
were reported last week, making a very fair run of business. 
Orders earlier in the month were light. Generally speaking, 
not much structural business is expected to come out in 
January. The fabricating shops are moderately well filled 
with business. They had unusually heavy orders last year, 
up to October 1, but they also had unusually heavy shipments. 

A little note of conservatism has crept into appraisals of 
the future of steel. The outlook has not turned unfavorable, 
but there is less disposition than in December to predict 
heavy business in steel far ahead. The showing steel itself 
has been making is favorable but attention must be paid to 
underlying conditions, which as to high money rates and 
stock market uncertainties are by no means especially promis- 
ing. There is quite a divergence of testimony as to the 
volume of steel the automobile industry is taking, some 
makers reporting very heavy tonnage, others a rather mod- 
erate tonnage. Possibly the difference is due to the fact that 
in two lines, sheets and strips, prices were advanced some 
time ago but deliveries are still being made against specifica- 
tions filed in December, against the expiring contracts. Com- 
mon talk has been that the automobile industry would not 
strike its pace, whatever the pace is to be, until after the 
principal shows were out of the way. It is a fact that lead- 
ing automobile manufacturers are making somewhat smaller 
predictions as to 1929 production of cars and trucks than 
they were in December. 

Finished steel prices are perfectly steady all along the line 
with the exception of plates, which have been rather weak for 
a long time and are no weaker now. Bars and shapes are 
firm at 1.90c, Pittsburgh, with small lots at 1.95c, plates 
being easy at 1.90c. Sheets are commanding their full ad- 
vanced prices named some time ago, except for shading by a 
few small mills, chiefly in galvanized sheets. Nail shipments 
are heavy, against contracts recently expired, on account of 
the price advance. Jobbers have taken out contracts for the 
quarter without demur at the advanced prices. Further 
details have come out as to the price schedule on nails: 
Large jobbers, $2.65; small jobbers, $2.70; retailers, $2.75; 





large consumers, $2.70; ordinary consumers, $2.75, all in car. 
load lots. Steel scrap prices have stiffened in face of light 
buying by mills. 


Metals in Waiting Attitude. 


New York, January 21—[Special.]—The metals have been 
uniformly quiet over the past week, thus continuing their 
condition of the preceding week. But little development has 
been contributed to the price situation except in the case of 
tin where levels sagged to the low point of swings over the 
past several months. The price situation is so far firm 
though there have been threats of reduced prices in some of 
the major metals. 

The general impression is that metal producers must 
merely wait for business to develop, for fundamental business 
conditions are very favorable and practically all lines of 
manufacture which consume metals are active. 

Among the minor metals the two “silvers” are at the low 
points for several months. Silver was sold under 57c per 
ounce and quicksilver is a wide open market at the lower 
figure of $121 per flask, first mentioned a week ago. Anti- 
mony has turned slightly easier, available now at 9c to 
93ge per pound, duty paid. 

December statistics shows the tendency of surplus stocks 
to increase. Surplus stocks of refined copper increased over 
13,000 tons, the second sharp gain in succession, blister stocks 
increasing also, making a total increase for copper above 
ground of nearly 20,000 tons. Stocks at the close of the year 
were 65,500 tons and it is stated that these will increase 
until 100,000 tons are in sight, thereby providing enough 
reserve to prevent tight situations such as occurred several 
times in 1928. World copper production in 1928 was a new 
high record, according to the American Bureau of Metai 
Statistics, which has made a preliminary estimate of 1,916,471 
tons as against 1,674,818 tons for 1927, the previous record. 
Production in the United States was another new high at 
1,060,094 tons as against 847,419 tons for 1927 and 971,123 
tons in 1916, the former record. Though consumption is gain- 
ing steadily, this is at a slower rate than production, but 
since there is the need for building up surplus stocks this 
does not threaten the market strength. 

Stocks of lead at the smelters of the United States and 
Mexico at the end of the year were the highest since Septem- 
ber, amounting to 44,788 tons as against 39,529 tons a month 
previous. The gain was due in part to smaller shipments in 
December, due in turn to the taking of inventory and the 
desire to keep stocks at consuming plants low. Production 
last month was 81,576 tons, an increase by 2700 tons during 
the month. 

Export sales of copper during the week averaged 3.000,000 
pounds daily. If there is any improvement in copper buying 
in the next few weeks it is expected to come from abroad as 
foreign users are the more poorly covered on future needs. 
Most of the domestic buying of the past few days has been 
on the part of the brass makers and for April shipment. 
Prices are unchanged at 16%4c per pound, delivered to the 
Connecticut Valley, and 17c c. i. f. European ports. The dull- 
ness of the market has caused a little shading of prices, 
though not enough to be a market factor. In other words, 
some metal has been sold on a refinery basis rather than on a 
delivered one, which results in slight concessions. 

Lead prices are firm at 6.65¢c per pound, New York, and 
6.50c, East St. Louis. The volume of business has been 
below normal but producers are contented because of the 
complete state of order books. It is still felt that the next 
price change here will be upward, unless of course the London 
market proves too big a force to oppose. The price of lead 
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ore has been advanced $2.50 per ton to $87.50 in the tri-State 
district, the first change in several weeks. 

Zine could not very well be duller. Small producers and 
dealers have been anxious for business and have cut to 6.30¢ 
or 6.32144¢c per pound, East St. Louis, though the large pro- 
ducers claim to have made no sales below 6.35c. 

Tin was rather devoid of trend until Thursday when the 


market made a right-about-face and started advancing 
sharply. Those who had sold tin were busy buying it back 
again. Price levels are slightly above 49c. Consuming de- 


mand has been moderate. 


Expect Further Activity in Pig Iron. 

Birmingham, Ala., January 21—[Special.]—Spot sales of 
pig iron have eased off a little but there is strong production 
and active delivery. The melt of iron continues good with 
indications that there will be a resumption of buying within 
the next few days, many of the smaller consumers keeping 
shops in steady operation. Price base of pig iron is firm at 
$16.50 to $17 per ton, No. 2 foundry, with one company hold- 
ing off from the market except at the higher price. Reports 
indicate activity in the near future in the manufacture of 
both pressure and soil pipe, which will warrant resumption 
in many shops. Very little pressure pipe has been accumu- 
lated on yards and shipments are picking up some. There 
are sections of the country which can lay pipe the year 
through. The Southwest has placed some heavy business 
here recently in pressure pipe. 

Foundries and machine shops of the district are anticipat- 
ing some improvement. Merger of the Birmingham Machine 
& Foundry Company and the Joubert-Goslin Machine & 
Foundry Company, the two largest shops of the kind in the 
South will bring about an industry of proportions. W. H. 
Hassenger, industrial leader in the district for years and 
a vice-president of the Alabama Power Co., is chairman of 
the board, J. Goslin, president, and George M. Morrow, Jr., 
vice-president afid general manager. The two big shops have 
been engaged for.some time in the manufacture of sugar, 
cotton and heavy chemical machinery. 

Work of dismantling the Alice furnace, in the city limits 
of Birmingham, and Nos. 1 and 2 furnaces at Bessemer, iron 
makers of the Tennessee Coal, Iron & Railroad Company, is 
now under way. Improvements and betterments to the new 
open hearth furnaces at the Ensley Works are in progress, 
Industrial circles understand that the Steel Corporation is 
planning to modernize all its works in the several sections of 
the country and the Birmingham district will feel results of 
this determination. 

Coal is showing no improvement. Demand for domestic 
coal is steady but railroads purchased heavily before the 
holidays and are now holding off in their requests for deliv- 
ery. The coke trade is showing better strength with ship- 
ments being made into the middle west in small tonnages but 
constantly, Foundry coke base price is stated at $5. 

Scrap iron and steel is marking time. Heavy melting steel 
is not in active demand. It is generally understood that the 
Tennessee Coal, Iron & Railroad Company is making much 
of its own scrap.

The plant is equipped with 5000 spindles for 
the production of pure silk yarn or yarn in combination. 
Joseph Lebauer and Meyer Grobart, Paterson, N. J., own the 
enterprise. 


Meritas Mills to Double Napping Capacity. 


Columbus, Ga.—The Meritas Mills plan the erection of 
an addition to their plant which will practically double the 
capacity of the napping department. The proposed addition 
will consist of a 3-story structure, 65 by 42 feet, housing addi- 
tional napping, shearing and finishing machinery to take care 
of an increasing demand for napped goods, especially auto- 
mobile fabrics. The Meritas Mills are an interest of the 
Standard Textile Products Co., New York, and are now 
equipped with 57,436 ring spindles, 2992 twister spindles and 
1342 looms for the production of drills, duck and sheeting. 





Cotton for Jute Burlap Would Increase Consump- 
tion by 1,500,000 Bales. 


Complete replacement of cotton fabrics for jute burlap 
would increase the consumption of American cotton in the 
United States by approximately 1,500,000 bales annually, it js 
estimated by Leavelle McCampbell, cotton manufacturer and 
selling agent of New York, in a recent survey. Heavy cotton 
fabrics and burlap, woven from jute, are used extensively 
for such purposes as bags and bagging and upholstering. 
For its supply of jute and jute burlap the United States 
depends almost entirely on India. Consumption of jute 
burlap has more than kept pace with industrial and agricu)- 
tural expansion in the United States. Reports of Indian 
trade show that shipments from Calcutta to North America 
in 1927 were more than four times as large as in 1900. In 
the five years prior to 1928 these shipments were in excess of 
1,000,000,000 yards annually, and indications are that 1928 
will probably break all records in this trade. 

Four types of standard cotton goods—single filling duck, 
osnaburg, narrow drills and narrow sheetings—are directly 
affected by the substitution of jute burlap for cotton. Many 
well informed men believe that this continued substitution 
has added directly to the difficulties in certain branches of 
the cotton textile industry during recent years. Production 
of these four standard cotton cloths in 1928, as reported to 
the Association of Cotton Textile Merchants of New York, 
amounted to 976,000,000 yards, a figure well below the 
annual shipments of jute burlap from Calcutta to North 
America since 1922. 
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NEW AND IMPROVED EQUIPMENT 


Marion Excavating Machine. 

In the line of excavating machines produced by the Marion 
Steam Shovel Company, Marion, Ohio, is incorporated a new 
group of type 450 shovels. The Marion supplies the 114 cubic 
yard shovel, where a few years ago the % or % cubic yard 
would have been quite satisfactory. Despite the larger bucket, 
greater weight, more sturdiness, more powerful motor—gas 
or electric—little more space is said to be required. 

The design follows closely that of the type 7, one cubic yard, 
which the type 450 supersedes. There are electrics and gas- 
electrics and Diesel-electrics. The underframes are uniferm. 
Booms are 22 feet and handles are 15 feet. Houses are uni- 
formly of steel; boom hoist is standard equipment, Crawlers

have been lengthened about a foot, to provide the additional 
stability necessary to the larger power plant and larger 
dipper. Base frames have been strengthened. 

The gas-electric employs a 92 horsepower gasoline engine 
to drive a 25-kilowatt (continuous rating), direct-current 
“drooping-voltage” generator which supplies current to the 
three motors. From the generator toward the dipper, the 
gas-electric is a duplicate of the electrics. Hoist motors are 
30 horsepower, 60-minute rating and swing and crowd motors 
are 12% horsepower, 60-minute rating. The Diesel-electric has 
for its power plant a Buda M. A. N. 92 horsepower, 1000 
R.P.M. Diesel. The Diesel is 4-cylinder, 4cycle, solid injec- 
tion and has a 5-bearing crank shaft. It is direct connected 
to a 25-kilowatt “drooping” voltage direct-current generator, 
from which point toward the dipper it is a duplicate of the 
electric or gas-electric. 


Electric Traveling Crane. 

A new type of electric traveling crane, known as the LHR, 
developed by the Box Crane & Hoist Corporation, Philadel- 
phia, Pa., is described as a light-capacity, heavy-duty crane, 
the makers claiming operation within unusually small space

with great hook approach. It has been designed to give ade- 
quate crane service for buildings with a minimum height of 
10 feet, and effect savings in new building construction be- 
cause of this small space requirement, storage space to within 


24 inches of the ceiling also being permitted. Increased 
speed with smooth operation and ease of control are addi- 
tional features mentioned. 

The LHR crane is fully standardized from only one-frame 
size for 1, 2 and 3 tons capacity, and spans up to 50 feet, It 
is of all-steel, arc-welded construction. The LHR is brought 
out as the concern’s fiftieth anniversary contribution to 
industry. 


Combination Shear, Punch and Coper. 


A new combination shear, punch and coper announced by 
Joseph T, Ryerson & Son, Inc., Chicago, is said to embody all 
the strong points of the larger cast steel frame combination 
machines which they have been producing, and to be an ideal 
machine for the shop handling a varied class of work on the 
smaller steel sections. The one machine handles punching, 
plate and bar shearing, angle and tee cutting, angle and tee 
mitering, coping and notching. 

The punch has a deep throat and is capable of handling 
most varieties of structural shapes within its capacity of 11/16

inch through % inch. The operation is not interfered with 
by the other units, while the shearing end is constructed so 
that a single slide handles the shearing of angles, bar cutting, 
plate shearing, and coping. The angle shear attachment han- 
dles both inside and outside miter cutting, as well as straight 
shearing. The bar cutting blades are located directly below 
the angle shear blades, and below the bar cutter are located 
the plate shearing blades, which will handle plates of any 
width or length and up to % inch thickness. The coping 
device is built at the shear end of the machine and is ex- 
tended out from the frame and is a built-in feature. The 
coping device is regularly furnished in the V-notch type, but 
the square notching feature can be provided. 

The drive is taken through all steel gears to alloy steel 
eccentric shafts, and the clutches are of the two-jaw type. 
The main frame of the machine consists of a one-piece alloy 
steel casting, the bearings throughout are bronze bushed and 
the working heights of the various attachments provide that 
the base of the machine can be placed directly on the floor.

How to Analyze Costs, by Coleman L. Maze 
and John G. Glover. New York: The 
Ronald Press Company. Cloth. Pp. 389. $5. 
Written designedly to assist both account- 

ants and executives in the solution of a prob- 
lem of deep moment in industry, this book 
presents a detailed analysis of the major ele- 
ments of manufacturing, selling and admin- 
istrative costs and sets forth a procedure for 
determining the cause of variation from the 
figures of earlier periods or from predeter- 
mined estimates. First discussing standards 
and records as a basis for cost analysis, the 
book proceeds into types of cost systems and 
then discusses various phases of departmen- 
talization. The classification of manufacturing 
costs and the diffusion of manufacturing ex- 
pense form interesting chapters, and discus- 
sion of waste, including responsibility and 
prevention, will be found of value. The group- 
ing of facts and analysis of the facts; inter- 
pretations and deductions and the verification 
of conclusions are discussed comprehensively 
under one general head.

Book Review. 





Farm Products in Industry, by George M. 
Rommel. New York City: The Rae D. 
Henkle Co. Pp. 318. $3.50. 

“The supply of food depends for its con- 
sumption on the somewhat inelastic demands 
of the human stomach. * * * The farmer who 
is in a position to dispose of some of his 
products in manufacturing industries is in 
a better economic position than the one who 
is dependent for his market entirely on the 
food demand.” The two foregoing state- 
meuts form the theme of the work. 


In his introduction Mr. Rommel explains 
that his book “is based on a survey which 
the author made during the winter of 1927-28 
for Hon. W. M. Jardine, Secretary of Agri- 
culture, of research data in Washington and 
elsewhere which have a bearing on the indus- 
trial utilization of farm products. The plan 
under which the survey was conducted out- 
lined: 


“1. A survey of: (a) The present utiliza- 
tion of farm products in industrial processes. 
(b) The possible extension of industrial uses 
of products which already have a partial 
market for industrial purposes. (c) The 
possible development of the industrial out- 
let for farm products now used mostly or 
entirely for food or feed. 

“2. To compile the important research data 
thus far obtained by various Government 
agencies on the problem, and, as far as prac- 
ticable, of that done by other institutions in 
the United States. 

“3. To indicate the organization and direc- 
tion of co-ordinated research work which 
will point the way to further practical ex- 
tensions of the consumption of farm prod- 
ucts in the industrial field.” 

Since a large book could be written on 
the foods, such as cottonseed oil, that are 
factory by-products of processes that draw 
their raw materials from the farms, Mr. 
Rommel limits his discussion to those indus- 
trial processes which produce non-edibles 
from farm products. The resultant compila- 
tion includes the livestock industry, or such 
of its products as are not foods; cotton and 
the products derived from cotton seed; the 
forest situation; cellulose; wall board, paper 
and chemicals from corn stover; wastes from 
small grains; and rubber, oils and motor 
fuels. 

Geographically, the book covers most of 
the United States, or those portions of it 
suited to agriculture or forestry. Of particu- 
lar interest to the South are the chapters on 
cotton and cotton seed. This chapter dis- 
cusses the non-edible products made from 
cotton seed, including lint and the various 
industries, rayon for example, for which it 
provides the raw material; the hulls, and 
the numerous chemicals extracted from them; 
and goes into the possibilities of using the 
stalks and leaves for the manufacture of 
paper and wall board. 

One of the drawbacks to the use of the 
cotton stalks is the fact that they are not 
gathered in picking the cotton, and the cost 
of their collection would have to be charged 
wholly against the product derived from 
them. A waste product which, the author 
shows, has recently been collected in large 
quantities by the sledding of cotton is com- 
posed of the burrs, leaves and twigs col- 
lected by the sleds along with the cotton, 
and separated at the gins. 

It has been estimated, he says, that 1,000,- 
000 bales of lint cotton were harvested by 
sledding in Texas and Oklahoma in 1926. 
He then quotes figures which show that for 


every 500 pound bale of cotton sledded, from 
500 to 800 pounds of this waste must be 
collected and disposed at the gins. A mil- 
lion bales, therefore, would yield 250,000 to 
400,000 tons of the waste. It may be made 
to yield large quantities of furfural, alco- 
hols and other solvents, he says, and should 
make a good raw material for wall boards. 
Mr. Rommel quotes a suggestion that cotton 
be harvested by a binder as grain is now 
harvested, in which case, he says, “there 
would certainly be a large amount of such 
material available.” 


Whether any use will ever be made of this 
waste, the author leaves to his readers to 
conjecture—or to chemists to determine, 


While the foregoing is the most interest- 
ing chapter from the Southern viewpoint, 
another, or rather two others, of almost 
equal practical value to the same section 
are the chapters on corn and the utilization 
of cornstalks in the manufacture of prod- 
ucts now being made largely in the South. 
The book is printed on paper made from 
cornstalks in Iowa; and we may expect corn- 
stalk paper and wall board, or insulating 
board, from the great corn-growing states 
of the Middle West to come into active com- 
petition with similar products of the South. 


Besides the immediate practical value of 
these chapters to Southern interests, the 
whole book is interesting and highly instruc- 
tive, and Mr. Rommel’s contention that the 
farmer who finds at least a part of his 
market among manufacturers of non-edibles 
has a much more elastic outlet in case of a 
bumper crop, is well supported.

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Dynamite Deepens Harbor at Miami. 


How approximately 2,000,000 pounds of dynamite were 
used in making the port of Miami accessible to ships of 
deeper draft is detailed by C. J. O’Neill in an article, “Sub- 
marine Blasting in the Miami Ship Channel,” in the January 
issue of the Du Pont Magazine, Wilmington, Del. Submarine 
blasting, or underwater shooting, as practiced along the south- 
east coast of Florida, is said by Mr. O’Neill to be commonly 
known as “dobying,” which means exploding charges of 
dynamite on the surface of a rock body, instead of in drill 
holes. Dredging of sections of the river from 200 to 500 feet 
in width and to a depth of 27 feet for a distance of five miles 
was involved. It is estimated that a single doby charge of 
five pounds of 60 per cent straight dynamite will blast, in 
ordinary coral rock, an area of four square yards of material 
to a depth of four feet.

Agricultural and industrial activities in the South were 
illustrated recently by the movement through Atlanta of a 
solid trainload of 21 cars of pickles, manufactured in Mont- 
gomery by the W. & W. Pickle Co. from cucumbers grown 
in southeastern Alabama. This is said to be the first train- 
load of pickles ever handled on American railroads. It was 
brought into Atlanta by the West Point route and delivered 
to the Southern Railway for movement East. 





New Orleans Construction Totals $124,000.000 


in 9 Years. 

From 1920 to 1928 a total of 22,922 building permits was 
issued in New Orleans, La., representing a construction cost 
of $124,064,073, according to the Research Department of the 
New Orleans Association of Commerce. These figures do not 
include public structures for which permits were not needed. 
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Among the buildings were 71 bank and office structures, 77 
churches, 83 factories, 8 hospitals, 11 hotels, 44 picture 
theaters, 35 schools, 109 warehouses, 828 duplex residences 
and 12,054 dwellings.
